SENATOR HOLMAN PREPARES A 
SW EEPING RESOLUTION 


CONGRESSMAN 
BURROWS. 


It Recites that this Government Has 
no Right to Interfere In Behalf of 
the Hawaii Monarchy and Can Only 
Guard Against Foreign Interference. 


W a s h in g t o n , Jan. IO.— Democrats 
in congress are on the retreat in the 
Hawaiian matter. 
Tho hou«e had a 
hot debate over Boutelle's Hawaiian 
resolution before Hopkin’s of Illinois 
resumed the tariff debate. 
In the 
senate Holman of Indiana has a reso­ 
lution to the effect that without re­ 
gard to the justice of any action of 
Minister Stevens, congress must not 
aid in re-establishing the Hawaiian 
monarchy. 
It should be the duty of 
the government, he urges, to permit 
no foreign interference in the islands, 
.and if the overthrown government 
[re-establish itself congress may then 
Recognize it. 
Yesterday afternoon was devoted 
)j congress to a review of the tariff 
question. 
A 
stirring 
speech 
w\aB 
made 
by 
Congressman 
Bur­ 
rows of Michigan, 
he 
declaring 
th a t the McKinley act had accom- 
plished both 
the 
\ 
results for which it 
was passed—the en- 
\ 
courage rn e n t o f 
^ 
new enterprises and 
the protection of 
American i n d u s ­ 
tries and workmen 
against f o r e i g n 
competition. 
T h e 
decline of revenues 
this fiscal year, he 
suggested, was not due to any defect 
in the law of 1890, but to the general 
depression of business brought about 
by the ascendancyof a political party 
pledged to the destruction of our pro­ 
tective policy. 
Tariff reform is finally interpreted 
to mean free raw m aterial and reduc 
lion of duties on competing foreign 
products entering our m arkets below 
the protective point, regardless of the 
consequences to American industries 
or American labor. 
As a whole the 
proposition is to open our m arkets to 
the free im portation of nearly $46, 
000,000 
of 
foreign 
products, 
ac­ 
companied 
w ith 
the 
voluntary 
surrender 
of 
nearly 
$13,000,000 
of annual revenue. 
He declared th at 
the change in the wool 
and iron 
schedules would destroy those indus­ 
tries and give them into the hands of 
foreigners, and then turned to the 
general substitution of ad valorem for 
specific duties, 
of 
which he said: 
‘•When 
the chairman 
states th at 
‘specific duties lead to greater frauds 
in . adm inistration’ he 
flies 
in the 
face of a current of authority which 
he can not successfully resist. 
The 
method of levying duties has been the 
subject of thorough and repeated in 
vestigation, and it is not too much to 
say th at ad valorem duties are con 
demned by the almost unanimous ver­ 
dict of those whose opinions are en­ 
titled to respectful consideration. 
I 
invoke the judgm ent of every secre­ 
tary of the treasury investigating the 
subject, from Hamilton to Manning, 
in refutation of the position assumed 
by the m ajority.” 
The remaining portion of the speech 
was devoted to dem onstrating from 
statistics and history, the beneficial 
results of protection upon the coun­ 
try ’s m aterial prosperity, as compared 
w ith the effects of the free trade eras 
through which it had passed. 
After 
quoting figures to show the gigantic 
strides made in the thirty years from 
1860 to 1890 under the operation of a 
protective tariff, Mr. Burrows closed 
his speech. 
He was warmly congratu­ 
lated on his effort by his friends. 
Mr. Black (dem., III.) spoke in de­ 
fense of the Wilson bill. 
He spoke of 
the productive duties against Canadian 
agricultural products, although, he 
said they were no cheaper than similar 
American products and 
commented 
upon the fact th at petitions had been 
presented in congress recently against 
allowing 
Canadian 
workmen 
to 
cross into the United States, work 
all day, and return at night. 
That, 
he said, was an instance of the false 
position into which the public mind 
had been forced by long worshiping at 
the altar of protection. 
In concluding 
his speech Mr. Black said: 
“I do not 
see why we should shrink from the 
name of free traders. 
Everything 
which the human race has won has 
had in its plumes the word “free.’ Free 
speech, free press, free thought. Every­ 
thing worth having is free and in the 
end we will have the country free 
from unjust exactions.” 
Mr. Hopkins (rep., 111.) a member of 
the committee on ways and means, 
spoke against the bill. 
At 5:30 the 
house took a recess. 
Mr. Hopkins will 
continue to-day. 
When the house reassembled Mr. 
Haines (dem., N. Y.) spoke against the 
pending bill. 
Mr. Haines’ speech was 
devoted altogether to a vigorous attack 
upon the schedules of the bill concern­ 
ing shirts, collars and cuffs. 
The 
dread of the tariff reduction had al­ 
ready caused a loss of $2,000,OCK) to the 
wageworkers of Troy. 
In answer to a 
question of Mr. Bryan as to how much 
protection lie wanted Mr. Haines re­ 
plied that he wanted tile protection 
afforded by the McKinley bill. 
Mr. Woomer (rep., Pa.) then spoke 
against the bill. 
Mr. Curtis (rep., N. V.) also made a 
speech protesting against the passage 
of the bill, and at 10:40 o'clock the 
house adjourned.

The resolution offered by Senator 
Chandler as to the authority for the 
appointm ent of Mr. Blount, w ithout 
the advice and consent of the senate, 
was taken up. 
After some colloquy 
Senator Chandler withdrew his resolu­ 
tion, the subject m atter w ithin the 
scope of the inquiry now going on be­ 
fore the committee on foreign rela­ 
tions. 
Senator Gray gave notice th at at 2 
p. rn. he would ask the senate to pro­ 
ceed to the consideration of the house 
bill to repeal the federal election laws. 
After spending half an hour on the 
calendar the senate, on motion of 
Senator Gorman, proceeded to the con­ 
sideration of executive business. 
A resolution was offered by Mr. Al­ 
len (pop., Neb.,) and laid on the table 
for the present, calling on the treasury 
departm ent for information as to the 
sources from which the gold coin of 
the country (outside of the treasury) 
was received during the fiscal year 
1893—to the am ount of $86,000,000. 
The senate also passed the following 
senate bill: To provide for the dis­ 
posal of the abandoned Fort Maginnis 
m ilitary reservation in M ontana under 
the mining and homestead laWI for cd 
ideational and other purposes.

THE WHITE CITY FIRE. 


Much 
D am age 
D one

F lam e 
M onday N igh t. 
Ch ic a g o , Jan. IO.—The huge statue of 
the Republic at the east end of the 
court of honor at Jackson Park stands 
alone, *a solitary monument to the 
glories of a scene th at has brought ex­ 
clamations of admiration and astonish­ 
ment from thousands. 
Behind and on 
either side of it a broad expanse of 
black and smoldering ruins marks all 
th at is left of the Peristyle, Casino 
and Music Hall, wilily in front the ice 
th at covered the Court of Honor is 
dingy and gray with charred b;ts of 
wood th at fell on it during the fire 
last night, save only an open space 
down the center th at marks the course 
of the Fire Queen when she responded 
to the alarm. 
On the north the M anufactures and 
Liberal Arts building was damaged. 
Huge blackened gaps way up on the 
roof beside the promenade showed 
where the fire had touched it, and in­ 
side charred pieces of beams, some par­ 
ti ally burned booths and boxes and 
pools of water, w ith an occasional ex­ 
panse of ice, proved th at its escape from 
destruction must have been almost 
miraculous. 
Few boxes and pack­ 
ing cases were burned, however, and 
as almost all were zinc-lined and con­ 
sequently w ater-tight the loss was not 
nearly so great as appearances indi­ 
cated. 
The fire was undoubtedly of 
incendiary origin, and the order of the 
park commissioners allowing the pub­ 
lic to come into the park at will and 
make such a fire possible is severely 
condemned by those officials of the fair 
who still remain at the park. 
The 
amount of the losses has not yet been 
figured up, but it will certainly not be 
more than a million dollars.

N HOUR’S RIDE 
f r o m

along- the shore of 
Lake Erie brings 
the 
traveler 
to 
Mentor, 
the 
old 
home of Garfield, 
and once the most 
fam ous village in 
America. 
Living 
there to-day in re­ 
tirem ent, in w ealth 
and the enjoym ent of her beautiful 
home, is Mrs. Lucretia Rudolph Gar­ 
field, the w idow of the President who 
fell a m artyr to m isguided political 
Strife. 
' The nation never knew Mrs. Garfield 
as it has know n the w ives of other 
Presidents. 
She never cared for soci­ 
ety, and as m istress of the w hite house 
she w as little seen. 
Besides, she was 
a sufferer from ill health, and w as ill 
and awray from W ashington w hen her 
husband w as shot. 
He w as about to 
go to see her, to try to cheer her into 


health, when the bullet of Guiteau cut 
short the journey at the threshold of 
the railw ay station. 
M illions watched 
w ith her in spirit at her husband’s 
bedside, w ept w ith her at his grave 
and then, w hen the tom b had covered 
a ll that w as dear to her, Mrs. Garfield 
passed from the public gaze. 
In the excitin g days of th e cam­ 
paign of 1880 the plain country cot­ 
tage of the republican candidate was 
filled w ith politicians from all the 
states of the Union. 
In photogra plis 
and newspaper pictures it w as a fam il­ 
iar sight. 
Here was the scene of that 
historic m eeting betw een Garfield and 
Conkling, and in the little office build­ 
ing that stood in the yard Grant and 
Blaine and other republican chieftains 
have 
m et, to smoke and talk over 
questions of party expediency. 
Here 
it w as that Garfield received the news 
o f his election, standing am ong the 
crowd of his loyal townspeople. 
But 
now the little office building is gone 
and the cottage itself is joined to a 
great stone m ansion th at loom s up be­ 
fore the visitor 
like some 
grand 
chateau. 
It is the finest dw elling in 
a ll the neighborhood. 
Now there are large, neatly painted 
barns and spacious law ns, where Gar­ 
field, were he alive, m ight enjoy him­ 
self at his favorite pastim e, “ Presby­ 
terian billiards,” as he styled it, or 
croquet, 
as it is 
more 
fam iliarly 
know n. 
The noble trees surrounding 
the house were planted, m ost of them, 
by Garfield’s ow n hand. 
W ith its modern furnishings and 
luxurious appointm ents, the interior 
of *the new Garfield home is in strange 
contrast w ith the 
old. 
Mrs. 
Gar­ 
field 
would 
not 
destroy the old 
house 
her 
husband 
had 
built. 
She m erely 
added to 
it, and 
in­ 
sists that the new part is o n ly an addi­ 
tion and the old house the main part 
of the establishm ent. 
And this idea is 
the more impressive from the fact that 
you enter through the original hall­ 
w ay of the cottage. 
You pass into the 
same hall where Garfield put on his 
overcoat that cold day in February aud 
said farew ell forever to “ Law nfield.” 
In the hall there hangs the sword lie 
wore when he won a m ajor-general’s 


is another picture, made nearly fifty 
years ago, w hen the 
old-fashioned 
daguerreotypes were in vogue. 
Relics, pictorial and otherw ise, of 
Garfield’s life are found in many places 
about the house. 
But by far the most 
interesting is tho letter he wrote to his 
mother one hot August day during his 
struggle w ith death, when he felt 
strong enough to sit up 
in 
bed. 
Propped up with pillow s, he wrote 
w ith pencil and pad the now famous 
letter to his mother, and insisted on 
directing the 
envelope in his own 
handwriting. 
It was the only letter 
he wrote during his long illness, and 
w hile she lived. Grandma Garfield val­ 
ued it above all earthly possessions. 
She had it framed and hung it on the 
wall beside her bed. 
And there it 
hangs to-day, although som ew hat y e l­ 
low and faded. 
There is a plainly but neatly fur­ 
nished room adjoining w hat w as the 
parlor of the old 
home, 
w hich is 
known as “Grandma's” room, because 
for many years and until her death the 
m other of Garfield lived in it, sur­ 
rounded by the closest and dearest rel­ 
ics of her boy “Jim m ie”—for thus she 
called him even w hen he w as the Pres­ 
ident of the U nited States. 
Ile loved 
the name when it w as spoken by her 
loving lips. 
Here in this room she sat 
in the dark days of 1881 when her 
“Jim m ie” was dying. 
She sat by the 
window each day reading the worn 
fam ily bible and looking w ith anxious 
eyes for the m essenger bearing tele­ 
grams from the sick room, 
r When Garfield died at Elberon in 
September, 1881, his five children were 
old enough to realize their great grief. 
There was Harry, the eldest, whose 
full name w as Harry Abram, the mid­ 
dle name being for his father’s father. 
Then came Jam es Rudolph, having the 
fam ily name of his mother. 
N ext in 
years w as “ M ollie,” for no one at home 
ever called her by her christening 
nam e of Mary. 
Irwin w as next, and 
then Abram, the baby boy, who had 
the run of the w hite house after the 
fam ily moved from M entor in March 
of 1881. 
The eldest son was at W illiam s col­ 
lege, at W illiam stown, 'Mass., when 
his father w as shot, and after gradua­ 
tion he studied law, and took his de­ 
gree at the Columbia 
college 
law 
school. 
He docs not 
resem ble 
his 
father in any respect, although some 
of the fam ily friends do not agree to 
this. Nor does he resem ble his mother; 
he has a passive, resolute face, but it 
lacks the constant sm ile and genial ex­ 
pression of his father’s generous good 
nature. 
He does not care for politics, 
but prefers the hard routine of the 
law . 
He is a diligent student, and he 
gives advice to clients in a cold, hard, 
dictatorial way, very unlike the father. 
Both he and Jam es R. were adm itted 
to practice in their native state after 
creditable exam inations. 
On Sept. 14, 
1888, he married Miss B elle Mason, 
daughter of Jam es Mason, a w ealthy 
Cleveland lawyer. 
At the same tim e 
M ollie Garfield was married to J. Stan 
ley Brown, lier father's former private 
secretary. 
It w as a notable 
social 
event. 
Jam es Rudolph Garfield’s personali 
ty is suggestive of that of his father. 
In Cleveland every one says “Jim m ie” 
looks like his father aud “acts like 
him ,” too. 
B e is w ell thought of on 
his own account, and great things are 
expected of him.
